Sate of the lines of the Florida 


East Coast railroad to the Pennsyl- 
vanl^ lines have been rumored 
in 


Jacksonville and other places during 
the1 past week and one Jacksonville 
newspaper recently printed an 
ar- 


ticle to this effect, Baying the report 
was considered reliable. It has been 
ktown for flhe last three years that 
the ambition of the Pennsylvania in- 
iferests was to control «he Southern 
ra$way, and i« was accepted as rea- 
flattably certain 12 months ago that 
if*h*d been realized, and the 
ac- 


quisition of the F. E. C. would give 
thie , Pennsylvania the nearest 
rail 


connection td the -Panama canal by 
several hundred miles. 


"The increasing 
population 
and 


agricultural output of the entire East 
Coast has made it evident for some 
time past that the rail line to Miami, 
at least, would have to be double 
tracked, and it is well known that 
the Pennsylvania could finance such 
work 
without difficulty," says the 


Jacksonville paper. "In fact, there 
is no limit to what the Pennsylvania 
can do in the matter of developing a 
state or section when the conditions 
warrant immediate and broad work. 
The unlimited possibilities of Florida 
are almost sufficent to support 
a 


great system. 


"It is understood that a high* of- 


ficial of the East Coast road, 
who 


does not live in Florida, stated while 
visiting the state that the deal had 
been closed, and the same informa- 
tion is declared t"o have 'leaked out' 
from a less important but equally re-

orders of the local trustees. 


Another matter of some discussion 


is the amount of bonds called for. 
Some think ^40,000 too niudh. This 
ia the least amount that will give us 
a crediflabie house, or an adequate 
one—even for present needs; $25,000 
would not give us anything like the 
house we need. Other voters feel 
tha*i $40,000 is too little. 
We can 


make out with Shis amount, and get 
•a good adequate house that will be 
ai credit to the town. 


And the county school board has 


given us the present school property 
conditioned on our passing the bond 
Issue. Besides this, flhey have given 
us $i;000 a year for five years, on 
tn~e same condition. 


It will be a matter,of general in- 


terest to the citizens and voters of 
the town to know that the school 
board has the assurance of the bonds 
being sold if voted. This assurance 
cornea from a thoroughly reliable 
source. 


The whole thing now rests in ths 


hands of the voters.

The beer, known as 
Velvet beer, was .labeled with the 
statement: "This bee,r is brewed only 
of the choicest malt and hops." Anal- 
ysis showed that the beer was brewed 
from hops and a cereal product. 


A fine of $75 was imposed on the 


Washington Brewery 
company, 
of 


Washington, D. C., for shipping ale 
found to have been beer brewed from 
a cereal and sugar product other than 
malt The ale was adjudged adulter- 
ated and misbranded because the la- 
bel read "Sparkling Ale—brewed from 
selected malt and hops." 


Sixty-seven barrels of "Jack John- 


son Made Wine," shipped by Two 
Brothers Wine and Liquor Co., of E. 
Newark, N. J., were seized in New 
Orleans, because it Is charged by the 
department of Agriculture the prod- 
uct was adulterated and misbrand- 
ed. • Examination showed, it is alleged, 
that the product consists of an Imita- 
tion wine which hod been artificially 
colored to conceal inferiority.

and establish this constitution for the 
United States of America."

the inborn RIGHT of every citizen 
of this great republic.

BOARD'S CONSIDERATION IS RE- 


SULT OF EAST COAST PAPERS' 


CONTENTION THAT THE'RATES 


ARE UNREASONABLE. 


TALLAHASSEE, Jan. 20—The trus- 


tees of the I. I. fund have issued an 
order setting next Monday for a con- 
sideration of the toll rates on the East 
Coast canal. No formal complaint has 
been made to the trustees, but it was 
demed advisable by them to make in- 
quiry into this subject on account ot 
it being claimed by certain newspa- 
pers on the East Coast that the pres- 
ent tolls are unreasonable. The trus- 
tees stated that while It has been al- 
leged by some that the rates upon a

fy or change them at any time or to 
revoke them entirely. 


The trustees in their order notify 


the representatives of the canal com- 
pany and all interested citizens who 
desire to do so to appear before the 
board on the date indicated.

Your state possesses won- 
derful latent resources and possibil- 
ities. 
No one thing will contribute 


more greatly to the future develop- 
ment of the peninsula than the build- 
ing ot the proposed Inland water- 
way." 


This is an extract from an inter 


view with W. F. Wiley, managing edi 
tor of the Cincinnati Enquirer, who, 
with Mrs. Wiley, is spending some 
time at the Clarendon hotel Prior to 
Mr. Wiley's visit to this state he be 
lieved the proposed inland waterway 
from New York, Philadelphia and Bal 
timore on the Atlantic seaboard to 
the gulf to be the "dream of an ideal- 
ist," but he now believes it to be per 
lectly feasible" 


"My first impression, created by the 


view of the St. Johns and Halifax riv 
ers." said Mr. Wiley, "was to bring 
xi my mind the project some years 
old, 
for creation of an inland water- 


way from New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore on the Atlantic seaboard 
through North and South Carolina, 
Georgia and Florida ports to the gulf, 
possibly extending through Alabama, 
Louisiana and Texas, for the purpose 
of taking advantage of the greatly in- 
creased traffic that will result from 
the opening of the Panama canal. 


"When 
this 
project 
was 
first 


broached It impressed me only the 
dream of an idealiat, or a visionary, 
or one more interested in spendlnp 
other people's money than in the es- 
tablishment or creation of something 
>racticable, or of actual value to com 
merce and trade. 


"The sight of the splendid Florida 


rivers with their outlying reefs and 
barriers to the winds1 and waves of 
the Atlantic, changed entirely that 
earlier impression. 


'Recalling 
the geography I ac- 


quired in earlier days, I remember 
that almost our entire eastern sea- 
>ohrd is fringed with similar barriers 
of reefs between which and the main- 
and are sheltered navigable waters. 
What i& more feasible than to connect 
these stretches of connected land- 
locked waters by means of canals or 
:he deepening of existing shallow 
channels to such a depth as to nrn- 
vide for the passage of ships of the 
greatest draught? 


The initial cost of such an enter- 


prise would be tremendous, but it 
need not be provided for by a single 
congressional 
appropriation. 
Once 


projected and adopted by the federal 
government as a policy, it could be 
:arrled on as the government today 
carries on the improvement of inter- 
nal waterways on the continuous im- 
provement plan. 


"Not being an engineer, nor tamil- 


liar with the great engineering prob- 
lems connected with such a scheme, 


I haven't the remotest idea of the 
ost of such an undertaking. I dare 
say, however, that it would be in- 
finitesimal compared with the cost of 
the Panama canal and the advantages 
to apcrue from Its construction even 
greater than those commerce expects 
,o reap from the construction of the 
Panama canal. 


"Such a landlocked waterway abso- 


lutely protected from the ravages of 
storm and tempest would be such a 
boom as coastwise shipping never 
dreamed of. In the same connection 
the people ot the states, cities and 
towns contiguous to the waterway 
would share In an era of new pros- 
perity. 


"Such sections as have been re- 


arded by inimical railway rates, and, 
I am told there are many such places 
In the South, would feel qui kly and 
respond to a commercial stimulus and 
exhiliratlon> that they have never 
known heretofore. 


"The, South la Dot dormant nor

way" 


This is an extract from an inter 


view with W F Wiley, managing edl 
tor of the Cincinnati Enquirer, who 
with Mrs Wiley, is spending some 
time at the Clarendon hotel Prior to 
Mr Wiley s visit to this state he be 
lieved the proposed inland waterway 
from New York, Philadelphia and Bal 
timore on the Atlantic seaboard to 
the gulf to be the ' dream of an ideal 
1st 
but he now believes it to be per 


fectly feasible ' 


"My first impression, created by the 


view of the St Johns and Halifax riv 
ers" said Mr Wiley, ' was to bring 
to my mind the project some years 
old, 
for creation of an inland water 


way from New York Philadelphia 
Baltimore on the Atlantic seaboard 
through North and South Carolina 
Georgia and Florida ports to the gulf 
possibly extending through Alabama 
Louisiana and Texas for the purpose 
of taking advantage of the greatly in 
creased traffic that will result from 
the opening of the Panama canal 


"When 
this 
pfoject 
was 
first 


broached it impressed me only the 
dream of an idealist or a visionary 
or one more interested in spending 
other people's money than in the es 
tablishment or creation of something 
practicable or of actual value to com 
merce and trade 


The sight of the splendid Florida 


rivers with their ouJying reefs and 
barriers to the w'nos and waves of 
the Atlantic, changed entirely that 
earlier impression 


'Recalling 
the geography I ac 


quired in earlier days, I remember 
that almost our entire eastern sea 
bound la fringed with similar barriers 
of reefs between which and the main 
land are sheltered navigable waters 
What is more feasible than to conne-t 
these stretches of connected land 
locked waters by means of canals or 
the deepening of existing shallow 
channels to such a depth as to ' 
vide for the passage of ships of the 
greatest draught' 


' The initial cost of such an enter 


prise would be tremendous but it 
need not be provided for by a single 
congressional 
appropriation 
Once 


projected and adopted by the federal 
government as a policy, it could be 
carried on as the government today 
carries on the improvement of inter 
nal waterways on the continuous 1m 
provement plan 


Not being an engineer, nor famil 


liar with the great engineering prob 
lems connected with such a scheme 
I haven't the remotest idea of the 
cost of such an undertaking 
I dare 


say, however that It would be in 
finltesimal compared with the cost of 
the Panama canal and the advantages 
to apcrue from Its construction even 
greater than those commerce expects 
to reap from the construction of the 
Panama canal 


"Such a landlocked waterway abso 


lately protected from the ravages of 
storm and tempest would be such a 
boom as coastwise shipping never 
dreamed of 
In the same connection 


the people ot the states, cities and 
towns contiguous to the waterway 
would share In an era of new pros 
perity 


' Such sections as have been re 


tarded by inimical railway rates, and, 
I am told there are many such places 
In the South, would feel qui kly and 
respond to a commercial stimulus and 
exhiliratlon that they have never 
known heretofore 


"The. South Is not dormant nor 


sleepy 
It awakened long ago and 


like a young giant Is just beginning 
to stretch and feel its muscles" 


Mr Wiley did not overlook the op- 


portunity to express his opinion of 
Daytona.
